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While the sleet storm raged early Tucs- 
Gay night a fierce fire broke out which 
Grove the 230 guests and the employes of 
the Lindell Hotel pellmell into the street. 

The bullding adjoining on the west was 
in flames and the hotel corridors and cham- 
bers were choked with smoke. 

Guests, believing that the hostelry was 
on fire, groped through the smoke to the 
stairways and elevators and hurried out 
into the storm. 

One woman, overcome by-a combLinetion 
of terror and asphyxiating atmosphere, 
fainted and was carried down. 

Hardy commercial traveler, who staycd 
until later, finally were driven from their 
rooms, some dragging their baggage after 
them. 

The big hotel was deserted half an hour 
after the fire wns discovered, at 9:40 o'clock, 
for there were those present who remem- 
bered the Southern Hotel disaster of 1876. 

And yet the only damage to the hotel 
building. aside from that caused by smoke 
and water and by the breaking of doors in 
the haste of escape, was the charring of a 


„the hotel was in imminent 
Winger of destruction, and was saved only 
by the most valiant efforts of the fire de- 
partment and Proprietor Martin Shaugh- 
messy and his fire-fighting force. 

While the hotel corps stuck to their work 
the fire department was attacking the blas- 
ing wall of the bullding occupied until re- 
cently by the Rosenthal-Sloan Millinery 
Co. Six streams of water directed into 
that side of the burning building was in- 
effective until the heat bur: the windows 
and gave the flames egress 

Hook and ladder truck No. 6, which had 
elevated its extension ladder against this 
building ignited and burned in spite of the 
efforts of the firemen to make their way 
throug! the flerce heat in order to eave it. 

The loss to other buildings and property 
is estimated at about $300,000, the O' Nell 
building west of the Lindell, extending to 
Seventh street, being totally destroyed. 


WALLS FELL TO STREETS. 

Incidental to the fire was the stopping of 
nearly all the street car lines which con- 
verge in the downtown district, the suspen- 
sion of the electric light service in that 
part of the city, and the injury of five fire- 
men, Joseph Rehl of No, 7 truck being dan- 
gerously hurt by a falling timber. 

Fire Chief Swingley said that it was one 
of the fiercest fires with which his depart- 
ment has had to cope in many years. 

In the heart of the wholesale district, it 
threatened to do incalculable damage: but 
the firemen, by daring and coolness, suc- 
ceeded in controlling the flames within an 
hour after the first alarm was sounded, 
though the fire was not subdued until 
Wednesday morning, the engines working 
all night. 

Before morning dawned there was a scene 
of desolation on Washington avenue, from 
Sixth street to Seventh street, and on Sev- 
enth street north to Lucas avenue. 

The walls of the O'Neil bullding, four 
stories high, had fallen, blocking the street 
with brick and timbers. Only a smoking 
* eellar full of debris marked the site. 

Across Washington avenue the new builld- 
ing, not yet occupied, belonging to Daniel 
C. Nugent, had caught fire and was dam- 
aged. Across Seventh street nearly every 
building on the block had been injured by 
the fumes.

clanged their speedy course. 

Soon those who looked out saw that the 
snow had of a sudden turned pink. The sky 
was like an inverted ruby bowl deep at the 
zenith, shading off to pink and into black 
at the horizon. 

To every one near the heart of the city 
the fire seemed very close—almost in the

People ran out of houses towards the

Men in slippers shuffled through the snow.

Fat men wheezed along, for the way was 
slippery and the journey long. 

Boys ran, shouting to one another ex- 
citedly. It was a joyous crowd—a holiday 
occasion. People generally are not heart- 
less; they do not rejoice at the destruction 
of property, but the spectacular part of a 
big fire and the excitement of the unusual 
and unexpected coming into ordinary work- 
ing lives makes them laugh and shout— 
the men bositerously, the women half 
afraid, but with a certain bravado.

At Eighteenth street the crowd was of the 
opinion that the fire was at Thirteenth 
street, a little further along they moved 
it to Twelfth.

The building at the northeast corner of 
Seventh and Washington avenue was afire, 
and from the fire line it looked as if the 
whole block, including the Lindell Hotel, 
was burning. On both corners of Eighth 
street fire engines were working with a 
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one of the firemen in attendance. 

“Search me,“ answered the fireman. “You 
know ag much about it as I do. I guess it’s 
ell.“ 

Gee! sald the man to his wife. That's 
tough! I know one of the clerks there.“ 
A fireman inside the lines ran along 
toward the crowd. Instantly a dozen voices 
shouted to him, Is the Lindell burning?“ 
The fireman picked up the end of a bit of 
hose, and, without turning his head or 
deigning to answer, trotted back with it. 

“I guess the Lindell’s gone. I'll bet a lot 
of lives were lost,“ remarked a policeman 
on the line to one of his fellows. It was 
heard by attentive ears and passed along. 
“Lindell’s gone! Lots of lives lost!“ Wom- 
en shuddered and two or three began to 
whimper or sob. Their escorts, presumably 
husbands, shook and said: “Shut up! Peo- 
ple are looking at you!“

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The present grandjury is not the first to 
investigate bribery charges against mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly. 

The grandjury which was sworn in before 
Judge Zachritz April 25, 1898, was instructed 
by him to examine into charges of corrup- 
tien which had been publicly preferred 
Against members of the House of Delegates 
and Council by the Post-Dispatch. 

These charges were that a representative 
of the promoters of the Central Traction 
Co. bill visited the City Hall the night the 
bill was passed by both houses with $75,000 
in cash in his possession, and that he dis- 
tributed all but $6000. 

The grandjury instituted an investigation 
and summoned dozens of ee hefore 
it. But it found no indictments. 3 01 
the members of the present House of Dele- 

s were among the members of the 
House of Delegates that passed the Cen- 
tral Traction bill. 

The Central Traction bill was one of tne 


| preliminary measures whose passage was 


desired by the capitalists, brokers, street 
railway men an politicians planning a con- 
solidation of the St. Louis street railway 
lines. 

It ‘was vetoed by Mayor Ziegenhein after 
being passed the first time by the assembly. 
Tt was subsequently enacted into an or- 
dinance over the mayor's veto. 

NORTH AND SOUTH BILL HISTORY 

Prior to the introduction of the Central 
Traction bill another bill similar in effect 
had been presented to the assembly and 
vigorous efforts were made to push it 
through. This was known as the north ana 
south bill. When the first failed a second 
was introduced. 

One Eugene Sweeney of Texas was the 
lobbyist who championed the north and 
south bill. After the fate of the first was 
sealed John H. Blessing came to the front 
as the promoter. 

Blessing held ward meetings all over the 
city and got enormous petitions as levers 
with which to move legislators. There 
never were so maany local statesmen play- 
ing good things on the market as during 
the preliminary work on the Blessing bill. 

The Central Traction people, according 
to Blessing, were his successors and owed 
much to his pioneer work. What they owed 
Blessing says they failed to pay in full. 
Blessing has often hinted he could a tale 
unfold regarding the Central Traction 
bill's passage if the time ever came to un- 
fold it. 

The efforts to pass the Central Traction 
bill were more open and vigorous than

YLEW DIRECT OUT TO SEA AND 
RETURNED TO MONTE CARLO. 


The Empress Eugenia and Other Dis- 
tinguished Personages Saw the In- 
trepid Brazilian as He 
Soared Skyward.

MONTE CARLO, Jan. 29.—Santos-Du- 
mont's two trips out over the water in 
his newest dirigible balloon eclipsed all of 
his former achievements. The trials were 
made to test the flying machine before the 
young Brazilian starts on his voyage above 
the Mediterranean to the Island of Corsica 
In the great crowd that saw the experi- 
ments today, and who warmly congratu- 


lated the aeronaut when he landed, were 
the Empress Eugenie, the Duke de Dino 
and the Archdukes Ferdinand and Otoo of 
Austria.

Monte Carlo was all excite- 
ment from 41 and for hours be- 
fore the trials began every point of vantage 
Was occupied by eager watchers awaiting 
the appearance of the Air ming. The weath- 
er conditions were perfect, the breeze be- 
ing almost imperceptible. 

t 10:30 o'clock the aerodome swung open 
and the airship appeared. amid the shouts 
rom the assembled spectators. Santos- 

umont immediately mounted the car, and, 
the ballasting rones being disengaged, the 
ship rose about 20 feet. 

en the motor was set working, and. 
moving on slowly at first, but ever grow- 
ing swifter, the ship sailed out over the 
bay with the guide rope trailing in the 
sea. After a time the ship's speed was 
curbed and it poised above the waters as if 
about to swoop downward. The aeronaut 
had stopped her to adjust the balance and 
arrange the trailing rope, and this done the 
motor was put in action again, and off 
went the airship at a raftling pace.

Sidewalks, 

“I think a block system of sidewalk 
cleaning in St. Louis would be of immense 
advantage in improving the looks of the 
city. My idea is this: In neighborhoods 
wheree it can be afforded, for instance, 
let every resident contribute say $2 a 
month to a common fund and appoint one 
man to take charge of it. Lt him hire men 
to clean the sidewalks of the entire block. 
The men he hired might also clean the 
front yard and the gutters. They could 
preserve a generaly clean condition 
throughout the block. -Right now, no mat- 
ter how clean one keeps her own side- 
walk or front yard, if her neighbor's is 
lost. 
J think it would add to the appearance 
not similarly well kept the general effect is 
o fthe city generally if people would pay 
more attention to their back yards. My 
neighbor, Mr. F. D. Hirschberg, has a 
beautifully kept back yard. There is a 
finely kept driveway leading to the stable, 
and in summer it is overhung by the thick 
foliage of interlacing trees. The Hirsch- 
berge carry out the English idea in this 
respect, I think, garther than anybody in 
St. Louis. 
“A nicely kept lawn is as pretty an or- 
namentation for a back yard as anything 
else.“ 
Mrs. MoCall has other ideas for the de- 
velopment of the city beautiful, but these 
are a few of her more original thoughts on 
the subject. 
How can the city ever be made beauti- 
ful,’ she exclaimed, if people continue te 
throw stuff into the streets and alleys? 
That is one of the first abuses to be cor- 
rected. The citizens of St. Louls must all 
get together and each decide to do what is 
possible to keep the public highways 
clean. 
Mrs. McCall is also an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of public playgrounds and free baths. 
She thinks the Municipal Assembly should 
take up the bath question. 
“I went to one of the free bathhouses 
last summer established by private sub- 
scription. There was only about an inch 
of water on an asphalt floor, but a number 
of little fellows were actually swimming 
in that Inch of water in the most blissful 
fas S@ginable.

Jolly was lectured for having permitted 
jurors in the Williams case to use the 
telephone while in his custody. 

Williams, Louie Fingerlin and John Sie- 
fort were tried on a charge of assault to 
kill. It was alleged they shot and wounded 
Joseph Graham Aug. 21, 1901. 

The jury disagreed, and the case will be 
tried again Feb. 24. 

Circuit Attorney Folk heard at the conclu- 
sion of the trial that Dwyer had permitted 
Juror Martin to talk to his brother, and 
that Deputy Sheriff, Jolly had allowed a 
juror to use the telephone. 

Judge Ferriss rendered his 
Wednesday. 

The grandjury indicted Dwyer for miscon- 
duct in office, and the case will be tried 
next week in the Court of Criminal Correc-

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QUESTION’ IN MISSOURI TAKEN 
TO FEDERAL SUPREME COURT. 


WESTERN UNION. APPEALS 


The Case Comes From Kansas City 
and Was Brought by the 
Tax Collector. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 29.—The 
Supreme Court of the United States wiil 
pass upon the legality of the assessment 
of franchises in the state of Missouri. The 
case of Collector Gottleib of Jackson Coun- 
ty against the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. was appcaled from the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to the United States Supreme 
Court this morning by the Western Union 
company. The suit was brought by the 
collector to collect taxes assessed by the 
state board of equalization on the franchise 
of the company. Judge Henry of the cir- 
cult court of Jackson, where the case was 
first tried, decided that the law was un- 
constitutional and gave judgment for the 
company. The collector then appealed tne 
case to the Supreme Court, where the 
judgment of the Circuit Court was reversed 
and the assessment of franchises in Mis- 
scurl was declared legal, the court giving 
judgment to the collector. The telegraph 
company contends that as its franchise 
was derived from the federal government 
the state cannot collect from a federal 
franchise.

WANTS HAZEN REPORT 


MAYOR HAS WIRED THE EXPERT 
AT NEW YORK. 


EXPECTED TO FAVOR FILTERS 


Report From Chicago on Experts’ Con- 
clusions Is Said to Have 
Been a Guess. 


Mayor Wells stated to the Post-Dispatch 
at noon Wednesday that he would wait un- 
til he heard from Commissioner Hazen be- 
fore giving out the report of Commission- 
ers Williams and Wisner on the water sup- 
ply situation. 

Telegrams were sent to Commissioner 
Hazen in New York Tuesday afternoon and 
Wednesday ‘morning, but no reply was re- 
ceived up to noon Wednesday. 

Though Mr. Hazen has not so announced, 
it is said that he differs in his conclusions 
from those of Messrs. Williams and Wis- 
ner. 

That is, if Messrs. Williams and Wisner 
favor the Meramec river proposition that 
Mr. Hazen favors the filtration scheme, 
fathered by Water Commissioner Flad. 

Mr. Williams has denied the authenticity 
of an alleged interview with him in a Chi- 
cago paper announcing that two of the 
commissioners favored the Meramec river 
plan, but he has never denied specifically 
that he does favor the plan. 

Mayor Wells refers to the prospective 
report of Mr. Hazen as the minority“ re- 
port. 

He said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“I wish to make one job of this and 
give out the minority and majority reports 
at the same time, if possible. 

“I shall certainly wait for Mr. Hazen's 
report if I learn that I can get it within 
a reasonable time. 

“So far I have not received any word 
from him.“ 

President Hiram Philips of the Board of 
Public Improvements, at the suggestion of 
Mayor Wells, wired Mr. Hazen so soon, as 
the report of Messrs. Williams and Wisner 
was received Tuesday evening.

CESSION FOR ONE. 


WOULD BE MINIATURE JAPAN 


Pian Is to Make It Ten Times Larger 
Than Exhibit at Chicago 
and Buffalo, 


Yumeto Kushibiki ef. Tokio, Japan, is in 
St. Louis to open negotiations with the 
Lousiana Purchage Exposition Co. for a 
concession for a Japanese village at the 
World's Fair. 

He had charge of the Japanese at the 
Chicago, Omaha and Buffalo fairs. He 
says the exhibit, which he has planned for 
the Ft. Louis Fair, will be 10 times larger 
than that at either of those cities. 

The World's Fair is to be the greatest 
event of the kind in the history of all na- 
tions, and the Japanese village must be 
large enough to harmonize with it,“ said 
Mr. Kushibiki to the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday. 

To carry out my plan, I must have a 
space 1000 feet square. I propose to make 
a miniature Japan, and to show, in that 
space everything of the life of my country 
that is interesting.

ENFORCE THE LAWS WE HAVE. 

In answer to a number of questions regarding the enforcement 
of the present laws and charter provisions bearing upon the 
street railway service and the passing of new ordinances, Mayor 
Wells told the Post-Dispatch that he would not criticise the 
Municipal Assembly, nor could he play the detective on the 
street railway companies. He said it was part of the duty of the 
police to report violations of all laws, including those regulating 
the street railway service. 

The Mayor pointed to his message as the expression of his 
views on the street railway situation and the need of legislation. 
But as yet no action has béen taken by the Municipal Assembly. 
The excuse for inaction, the lack of an Assistant City Counselor, 
no longer holds good. There, should be prompt action upon th's 
important matter. 

But while new legislation is pending the Post-Dispatch wants 

to know why the existing ordinances and regulations are not 
enforced. That is the main point now. 
What good will new ordinances do if the ordinances in the 
ordinance book are not enforced? Why have a lot of additional 
dead letters? The enforcement of all existing regulations would 
better the service at many points and show what new regulations 
are needed. 

This is the reason the Post-Dispatch put the question of the 
enforcement of existing ordinances to the Mayor, as the city’s 
chief executive officer and a member of the Board of Police 
Commiseioners.

What can be done in the investigation of municipal corruption 
when the grandjury und Circuit Attorney co-operate vigorously 
has been indicated by the results obtained so far in the Suburban 
boodle deal. : 

Circuit Attorney Folk told the Post-Dispatch that “the state 
of affairs disclosed ty the evidence in the bribery matte: 
is appalling * * * the Municipal Assembly in the past 
has been honey-oombed with bribery.” 

In conjunction with this statement, Col. Butler's Machiavellian 
discourse on boodling and the art of handling boodle deals throws 
a flood of light upon conditions that exist and for years have 
existed in St. Louis. 

But no reader of the Post-Dispatch need be told of the black 
past of corruption in the St. Louis Municipal Assembly. In

AIDERS AND ABETTORS ARE BROUGHT TO LIGHT AND

“I BELIEVE THAT THE ACTION OF THE GRANDJURY 
AND THE COURSE I SHALL PURSUE WILL PRACTICALLY 
ERADICATE BRIBERY IN OUR MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 
OR, AT LEAST, MAKE IT A VERY DANGEROUS UNDER- 
TAKING." 

This is a big promise—big with promise of the betterment of 
conditions in St. Louis. It holds for Mr. Folk the opportunity 
of magnificent public service. The people will watch hopefully 
for the outcome of his work. 

But with this appalling state of affairs disclosed by the evi- 
dence brought out in the grandjury room, it will not do merely to 
catch a few bribetakers.

According to the decision of Judge Hough, 
in the circuit court Tuesday Archbishop 
Kain may sell the Immaculate Conception 
Church property at Jefferson avenue and 
Locust street. The suit brought by the par- 
ishoners to restrain the archbishop from 
selling the property was decided in favor 
of the defendant. 

Judge Hough was so sure of the legality 
of his decision that he announced that it 
would be useless for the attorneys for 
plaintiffs to present briefs, for his mind 
was made up and he would not read them. 
Both the church law and the civil law, he 
said, were on the side of the archbishop. 

Attorneys for the parishoners read the 
deeds from Mrs. Anna L. Hunt and James 
H. Lucas, conveying the 100 feet in con- 
troversy and 306 feet adjoining on Lucas 
avenue, to Archbishop. Kendrick, In 1863. 
Mra. Hunt, in deeding the 100 feet, specified 
that a church should be built upon it. In 
1867 she executed another deed, specifying 
that the site was to be used for a cathedral, 


with a clause requiring of the archbishop a 
bond of $50,000 for the pbuilding of the 
cathedral within five years. By a third 
deed in 1871 Mrs, Hunt withdrew the bond 
clause. 

Attorneys for plaintiff contended that 
Mrs. Hunt, by her original deed, signed 
away her right in the property and had 
nothing to do with it later. This was de-

With eight and one-half months of work- 
‘ing weather in 192, Sewer Commissioner

Findings of Oourt in Conflict 
With the Evidence. 


THE QUESTION OF COMMAND 


DEWEY’S REFORT, IT IS HELD, 
SHOULD BE SUSTAINED. 


Exhaustive Review of the Testimony, 
Pointing Out the Errofs Committed 
by the Court of Inquiry and 
Secretary Long’s In- 
dorsement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The navy de- 
partment has made public Admiral Schley's 
appeal, delivered to the President about a 
week ago. The department's “‘comment”’ 
will be published in a day or two. Admiral 
Schley appeals to the President, as the 
chief executive and commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy, “vested with power 
to regulate and direct the acts of the sev- 
eral executive officers thereof,’’ and he asks 
that the President review the findings of 
the court. 

He asks this on three grounds, in each 
case basing his appeal on the findings or 
Admiral Dewey, as opposed to the majority 
report. These three grounds are set out 
compendiously in the ‘“‘petition,”” which 
Mils about eight printed pages of a pamph- 
let, and is signed by Admiral Schiey and 
ty Messrs. Rayner, Parker and Teague ot 
his counsel. Attached to the petition are 
three axhibits, “A,”’ B' and C,“ each 
made up of copies of extracts from the tes- 
timony taken befcre the court of inquiry 
and intended to confirm the statements of 
fact made in the petition itself. 


In the Matter 
of Command 


at Santiago. 
In this latter document the first ground 
of appeal is the holding cf Secretary Long 
in his endorsement of the court’s findings 


that the conduct of the court in making 
no finding, and rendering no opinion on 
these questions (that of command and of 
credit for the victory) is approved—indeed 
it could, with propriety, take no other 
course, evidence on these questions during 
the inquiry having been excluded by the 
court.“ On this point the petition says that 
the secretary of the navy was in error in 
stating that the court exciuded this to show 
that, as Dewey said, Schley was the senior 
officer in the battle of Santiago; was in ab- 
solute command; and entitled to the credit 
due for the glorious victory which resulted 
in the total destruction of the Spanish 
ships. On this point the tition says: 

“And your petitioner, ‘the applicant,’ be- 
fore said court of inquiry, now files with 
this petition an argument, together with a 
resume of the testimony taken during the 
inquiry in so far as it relates to the ques- 
tion as to who was in command at the 
battle of Santiago, in support of his plea 
that the presiding member of the said court 
ac within his authority and jurisdiction 
in reporting his opinion as hereinbefore set 
forth, and that the majority members of 
said court failed in the discharge of a most 
im nt duty devolving upon them under 
the precept in that they did not report their 
opinion upon the said question; that t wax 
incumbent upon such majority members to 
consider and determine the said gu: stion for 
the reason that only by so doing could they 
determine the propriety of the conduct of 
the said Schley in said battle since, it be- 
ing a fact that he did assume command of 
e American foroes therein engaged, his 
action would, in the absence of the right 
and duty so to do have been highly censur- 
able, and, upon questions of such rights 
and duty and the 8 of his conduct 
in the premises, the said Schley was en- 
titled. under the precept. to a finding and 
an opinion from the maority members as 
well as from the minority members of the 
said court; and your petitioner res tfully 
requests that the said argument a resume 
of testimony (which are attached hereto 
and marked ‘Exhibit A’) he considered as 
a part of his petition and as the basis for 
his prayer for relief in the premises.“ 
Therefore the petitioner asks the Presi- 
dent to annul Secretary Long’s indorse- 
ment on this point and that he specifically 
approves Admiral Dewey's statement de- 
c ay, | that Schley was in command. He 
says that only in this way can exact justice 
be done him under the precept, 


Failure to Pass 
on the Blockade 
at Santiago. 

The second ground relates to the alleged 
withdrawal of the squadron at night from 
Santiago bay and the character of the 
blockade and the propriety of Commodore 
Schley’s conduct in the premises. This 
was one of the points on which Admiral 
Dewey specifically dissented. The peti- 
tion recites the findings of the court to the 
effect that the flying squadron did not 
withdraw a night and declares that by this 
statement the court obviated the necessity 
of expresssing its opinion as to whether 
or not a close or adequate blockade was 
established and the propriety of Comm>- 
dore Schiey’s conduct in the premises. It

Duty of the Court

Exhibit A is an argument and a resume 
of testimony concerning the question of 
command during the battle of Santiago, 
and it comprises fully two-thirds of the 62 
printed pages which make up the petition 
and exhibits. It discusses the right of the 
court to consider the queation of command, 
the fact as to whether or not it actually 
did so, the propriety of Dewey's opinion in 
regard to that question and the action 
requisite to exact justice on this point. 
It is stated that the precept and instruc- 
tions directed the court to thoroughly in- 
quire into all the circumstances bearing 
upon Schley's conduct and the subject of 
the investigation,” and it is argued that 
under the general, as well as under this 
specific authority, the court had full power 
to investigate, @nd was not required to 
limit the inguiry to Schley's conduct in 
connection with the specific directions con- 
tained in the precept. 
It ts declared that it did actually in- 
vestigate, under this general authority, cer- 
tain details of his conduct outside of the 
specific directions, and it is pointed out 
that the movement of the Flying Squadron 
from Key West to Cienfuegos was one of 
the subiects of inquiry in the precept. 
Therefore, counsel held that it ts an incon- 
testable fact that the court was authorized 
to determine the melas of command at 
rie of Santiago. 
It also declared that the record of the 
court shows that Schley did actually ex- 
ercise the powers and assume the responsi- 
bilities of command over the American 
forces in the battle and, if he did this in 
the absence of any rent so to do, then, 
under the naval regulations, his conduct 
would have been “grossly insubordinate 
and calculated to weaken the lawful au- 
thority of his proper commanding officer, 
and. as such, would have been highly cen- 
surable and should have been so held by the 
court.“ 
It is further stated that the court itself 
did not deny its right to inquire into this 
subject of command, and that the secretary 
of the navy never did, his disapproval of 
Dewey’s declaration being base ‘solely 
upon an erroneous statement that the 
court had excluded evidence in relation
